One is to inject bodies of dead 
germs, as is done in the inocula- j 
tions used against typhoid fev er, j 
Som ething in these 
dead 
germ s 
ev idently is m istak en by the body’s 
im m unity factories 
for 
a liv ing 
germ inv asion. 
A 
supply of the 
immunizing chemicals is produced j 
and set free into the blood, ready 
to repeal any real a tta c k of typ­ 
hoid fev er germ s which later m ay 
materialize. 
A nother expedient is 
to inject liv ing germ s of a v ariety 
relativ ely harm less but sim ilar to 
the germ s against which protec­ 
tion is desired, as is done in v ac­ 
cination against smallpox. 
Still 
a third procedure is to inject some 
chemical 
extracted 
from 
the 
germs, as in the toxoid treatm ent 
against diphtheria. 
Dr. K olm er’s procedure against 
infantile paralysis belongs to still 
a fourth group of expedients, thosej 
in which liv ing germ s first are en­ 
feebled 
by 
some 
process which 
m ak es them harmless, then inject­ 
ed to fool the 
body’s 
immunity 
factories into m ak ing the chemical 
to fight tha t particular germ. In- • 
fantile paralysis is caused by the 
k ind of 
organism 
called a v irus, 
probably a liv ing germ too small 
for ev en the best microscope« to 
detect. 
Some 
of these 
inv isible 
germ s 
are 
treated, 
outside 
the 
body, with a v iolent poison e xtra c t­ 
ed from 
the 
castor 
bean 
plant j 
Ju st enough of this poison is used 
to weak en the inv isible v irus but 
not q uite k ill it. 
These weak ened 
germ s Dr. Kolmer finds unable to 
cause 
actual 
diseases, 
but 
still 
strong enough to prov ide the sti-; 
mulus to im m unity. 
L ater acci­ 
dental inv asions by sim ilar v irus 
which has not been enfeebled then 
are lik ely to be repelled. 
Present information 
seems 
to 
prov e the new treatm ent harmless. 
W hether or not it is effectiv e c a n : 
be prov ided only by experience and 
time.

grows slowly but 
may become large 
enough to obstruct 
the nasal pas­ 
sage.

sia Is used so that no pain Is felt 
This tumor-lik e growth must not 
be confused with cancer. 
The word 
“ tumor'' merely means a growth or 
swelling. 
Yet it 
is true that If a 
nasal polyp is 
allowed to ex ist for a 
long period of time, 
with marked Ir­ 
ritation of the 
mucous membrane of 
the nose, it may undergo certain 
changes and become malignant. 
To 
b- on the safe side It ts alway s a good 
plan to get rid of any tumor-like 
growth. 
Persons who 
hav e had nasal poly p 
remov ed are astonished at the relief
